Officers of the Grand Lodge of Al- 
berta, A.F. & A.M., which met in Cal- 
gary last week, Were elected as fol- 
lows: 
Grand Master, W. J. Botterill, Red 


Deer; deputy grand master, John 
Kemmis, Pincher Creek; senior 
grand. warden, J. Watson Young, 


Camrose; junior grand warden, F. S. 
Selwood, Calgary; grand treasurer, 
Thomas Sharp, Calgary; grand sec- 
retary, S. Y. Taylor, re-elected; grand 
registrar, John Gillespie, Calgary; 
deputy first district, Dr. Estey, Cal- 
gary; grand chaplain, Captain Pear- 
son. , 

This communication has been the 
mast successful and enthusiastic ever 
held. On Wednesday a _ memorial 
service was held, Captain Pearson de- 
livering a splendid address. He paid 
a glowing tribute to those who had 
fallen in action, and urged those who 
were left to maintain the principles 
for which these brave men had fought. 

There are 110 lodges in Alberta and 
over -8,500 Masons in the province. 
This is the first instance where a 
Grand Master has been elected out- 
side of the big centres, and Red Deer 
is specially honored in this respect. 
W. J. Botterill is the youngest Grand 
Master ever elected in the West and 
probably in Canada. He was the 
first Junior Warden and Charter mem- 
ber of Kenilworth Lodge, Red Deer, 
and passed through the chair two 
years lator. He has filled every 
senior office in the Grand Lodge, be- 
ing District Deputy of this district 
in 1913, and his promotion has been 
continuots and unanimous, ine only 
havin& to cortest one election. 

The newly elected Grand Master is 
one of our most prominent and popu- 
lar young business men. He _ has 
served as Alderman and was Mayor 
of Red Deer a few years ago. He 
joined up with the 187th battalion, 
and when the battalion was sent over 
with only half its complement of men, 
he was one of the officers discharged. 
He then joined up with the artillery, 
went overseas, and was on the firing 
line several months before the armis- 
tice was signed.

Pte. Percy’ K. Griffin, M.M., return- 
ed from overseas on Thursday, 5th 
of June. He joined up with the 63rd 
under Capt. A. R.. Gibson, and was 
transferred to the 49th, a battalion 
that was in the thick of the fighting. 
He won his medal in the Cambrai 
offensive. 

Last week we stated that Gunner. 
G. N. Finn broke his leg on his way 
to the front, whereas he was at the 
front the greater, part of three 
months with his battery, the most 
momentous months in the history of 
the empire, before the armistice was 
signed. It was amonth after the 
signing of the armistice and while 
marching to the Rhine that he was 
injured within two days march of 
Bonn. 

Staff-Sergt. W. Patchett is one of 
those who were in England when war 
was declared and he tried to get into 
the Imperial forces at once. In this 
he failed, but a little while afterwards 
he was given an important post and 
worked his way up to Staff-Sergt. 
When the Canadians went over he 
asked to be changed to them, as he 
had a fondness for them. This was 
arranged, and he served with  dis- 
tinction in the Canadian ranks up to 
the close of the war.

Mayor W. E. Lord called a meet- 
ing of business men and it was de- 
cided to close the places of business 


for one hour from 4.30 to 5.30. A 
committee was appointed to take 
charge of proceedings, and citizens 


were asked to decorate their prem- 
ises, and to turn out and honor our 
returned citizen. 

Sharp on the stroke of five, the 
train pulled into the depot, with city 
bells ringing and: whistles blowing, 
the children of ‘the schools were 
there bearing flags, the veterans were 
there, and hundreds of citizens 
crowded every avenue of approach 
Hearty cheers were sent up by the 
crowd when the party lighted down 
from the car, and Lt.-Col Page was 
quickly hoisted on to the shoulders 
of two stalwart veterans and convey- 
ed to the car of’ Mayor W. E. Lord, 
which was handsomely decorated for 


the occasion, while the Veterans’ and: 


Citizens’ Band struck up a lively air. 
The ladies were also conveyed to the 
car; and the procession, headed by 
the band and ‘veterans, proceeded 
along Ross Street, followed by the 
children, citizens in cars and on foot. 
to the City Square, where the band- 
stand was decorated for the occasion, 
and where addresses of welcome were 
given by Mayor W. E. Lord, Comrade 
Robert Doran, President of the 
G.W.V.A., A. S. Maxwell, President of 
the Board of Trade, Mrs. J. W. 
Broughton, Regentof the Daughters 
of the Empire,°Mrs. F. W. Galbraith, 
President of the “Women's Council, 
and Mrs. R. C. P: Gee, President of 
the Ladies’ Auxiliary.'of the G.W.V.A 

Mayor W. E. ord” addréssed the 
assemblage saying we were here to 
do honor to Lt.-Col. L. F. Page, who 
had just arrived from four years’ ser- 
vice overseas. He turned to Lt.-Col. 
Page and extended to him greetings 
on behalf of the citizens of Red Deer 
and district, at which point the band 
played and the school children sang, 
“O Canada,” after which His Wor- 
ship drew attention to the fact that 
Col. Page had gone overseas with the 
Central Alberta Horse as Lieutenant, 
and had worked himself up to his 
present rank as Lt.-Col. 

His first conspicuous action was at 
Ypres in 1915, and in 1916 he was 
slated to return to Canada to recruit 
and command the 187th battalion, but 
it was found that his services could 
not be dispensed with at the front, 
and therefore the order was can- 
celled. Gol. Page had made himself 
an outstanding figure in the Canadian 
forces overseas in that he had taken 
part in every engagement of any con- 
sequence in which the Canadians 
were engaged, that he never asked 
his men to go where he was not ever 
ready to lead them. He and his men 
never lost an opportunity of going 
over the top, and always brought back 
the game. Perhaps the most out- 
standing instance which has been re- 
ported was the occasion when all the 
senior officers of his command were 
put out of commission and he took 
command and brought the men out of 
a most difficult position with small 
loss. He was one of the best com- 
manding officers in the Canadian 
forces, and should hostilities be re- 
opened or occasion arise for other 
military necessity, he was sure Col. 
Page would be one of the first to re- 
spond, and every man who served 
under him in the late war would be 
anxious to get back under his com- 


mand. He congratulated Mrs. Page 
on having such a noble son, who had 
made such an enviable record — for 


himself in the war which we believe 
has just been brought to a close, and 
hoped she would be tong spared to 
enjoy his comradeship. 

On behalf of the citizens of Red 
Deer the Mayor then welcomed Mrs. 
Page, wife of the Colonel, to Red 
Deer, which was approved” by the 
hearty applause of the assemblage. 

We would not overlook the fact 
that while we are celebrating the safe 
arrival of Col. Page and his family, 
there are a good many men who have 
distinguished themselves in the field 


who are worthy of special mention 
and attention, who have returned 
quietly, without our knowledge, and 


drifted away to their homes without 
attention, which we would be pleased 
to have given them had we known of 
their return.

QUESTION OF STOCK 
RUNNING AT-LARGE IN 
MUNICIPAL DISTRICTS

Under the provisions of the Muni- 


Bt cipal District Act, Sections 206 to 216a 
j)inclusive, authority is given to any 


Municipal District to pass a by-law 
with reference to stock. running at 
large. By the amendments made to 
the Act at the recent session of the 
Legislature, at the request of the 
Hon. A. G.~ MacKay, Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, any by-law of a 
Municipal District with reference to 
Stock running at large, must be sub- 
mitted for approval of the minister 
before it can be advertised as _ pro- 
vided for by Section 214 of the said 
Act, and any Municipal Council that 


id jis considering the putting into force 
fy, of a by-law with reference to stock 


running at large, should be careful to 


5 l see that they have the necessary ap- 


proval endorsed on a certified copy of 
their by-law before it is advertised. 
This amendment was asked for not 
because it was desired to interfere in 


fy;any way with the business of the 
Municipal Districts, ut for the pur- 


pose of protecting \unicipal Districts, 
as far as possible, from trying to 
enforce a_ by-law which would be 
illegal, and which would get them in- 
'to trouble. The following is a copy

4. Pounds shall be established as 
follows: (location of pounds and 
names of poundkeepers’ shall be 
added). 


5. Any fence conforming with the 
requirements of the Fence Ordinance 
shall be deemed to be a lawful fence, 
(or the Municipal District may define 
the fence they desire to have as a 


lawful fence.) 


6. Notwithstanding anything herein 
contained, any resident of-the said 
Municipal District may allow 
head of horses or cattle (up to 100 
may be allowed or, in the alternative, 
up to 500 sheep), to run at large for 
every 160 acres of land owned by him 
within such district. 


7. The provisions of Sections 208 
to 215, inclusive, of the Municipal Dis- 
trict Act, shall be deemed to be in- 
corporated in and form part ot this 
by-law. . 

8. The provisions of the Stray 
Animals Ordinance, the Entire Ani- 
mals Ordinance, the Herd Ordinance, 
and the Pound District Ordinance, 
shall cease to be operative within the 
said Municipal District on the com- 
ing into force of this by-law (if it is 
desired to retain the Stray Animais 
@rdinance or the Entire Animals Ordi- 
nance, the one to be retained shall 
uot be mentioned in this section). 


9. Any person who suffers or per- 
mits any animal, which he is entitl- 
ed to possession of, to- be at large 
within the said Municipal District, 
shall be guilty of breach of this by- 
law, and shail, under summary con- 
viction under Part XV. of the Crimi- 
nal Code, forfeit and pay as a penalty 
an amount not exceeding one hundred 
dollars and costs, and in default of 
payment forthwith after conviction, 
shall be liuble to punishment by im- 
prisonment with or without hard lab- 
or for a period not exceeding thirty 
days, unless such fines and costs, in- 
cluding the costs of committal, are 
sooner paid.

It is important that the provisions 
of the Act in regard to advertising of 
the by-law should be carefully follow- 
ed: That is, that any by-law with 
reference to stock running at large, 
which the Council of the Municipal 
District intends putting into opera- 
tion, should, after the form of by-law 
has been approved by the minister, 
be advertised by notice in some news- 
paper published in the Municipality, 
or if there be no _ newspaper 
published in the © Municipality, 
in some newspaper having a circula- 
tion therein. ~Such notice shall con- 
tain a short synopsis of the by-law, 
and, in addition, a copy of the by-law 
is required to be posted up in fifteen 
conspicuous places in the Municipal- 
ily ; one of these places being the 
office of the secretary-treasurer. 

If within thirty days of the publi- 
cation of the notice in the  news- 
paper, ten resident electors’ of the 
Municipal District-petition the Council 
to do so, the by-law must be submit- 
ted toa vote of the resident electors, 
and a two-thirds majority of those 
voting is required before the Coun- 
cil can place the by-law in operation.

_ SEVEN’ ARRESTS HAVE BEEN 
“. MADE AS RESULT OF DISTURB- 
ANCE. 


‘* Winnipeg, June 11.—Following the 
first really serious conflict between 
returned soldier constables, acting in 
place of the regitlar police force, 
which was dismissed by the police 
commission following ‘refusal to 
pledge themselves to’ refrain from 
joining sympathetic strikes, seven 
arrests were made today. Serious 
trouble resulted when o large crowd 
ef strike sympathizers jeered and 
booed the special constabirs, « 

The crowd -surged into the street; 
and it was in an effort to clear a path 
for vehicles that ‘the specials came 
intp conflict with demonstrants. One 
of the mounted constables, Sergeant 
Frederick G. Copping, winner of the 


Victoria Cross in the great war, was. 
the only person seriously injured. He, 


was dragged from his horse and 
severely pummelled before being res- 
cued, It was stated this afteggoon 
that he will probably’ recover. 

When a squad of special police was 
dispatched to the aid of their sorely 
pressed comrades they were met by a 
fusilade of missiles, and the police 
rétaliated by free use of their batons 
on the heads of demonstrants. 

The appearance of an additional 
detail of two hundred~ policemen, 
marching down Main Street in pla- 
toon formation, had.a calming effect 
on the crowd, and the rioting ceased 
as suddenly ag it began. 

Complete calm prevailed on the city 
streets up to noon today, and there 
were no indications ‘of a recurrence 
of yesterday’s disturbances.

BLAME LABOR TROUBLES FOR 
HIGH COST OF LIVING. 


Question is Discussed at Meeting of 
High Cost of Living Committee. 


Ottawa, June 13.—That labor 
troubles at the present time were 
partly responsible for the high cost 
of living in Canada was indicated 
this morning at the meeting of the 
commons committee dealing with that 
matter.. H. H. Stevens read two tel- 
egrams to. the committee_ showing 


‘that there 1s half a million pounds of 


meat lying unloaded ‘in the harbor at 
Vancouver which, cannot be ynloaded 
because of the longshoremen being on 
strike.. 

Mr. Nicholson, .chairman of the 
committee, doubted if the committee 
could do anything to secure the re- 
lease of the cargo. The situation, he 
said, was due to the sympathetic 
strike.. It was decided after some 
discussign to forward the telegrams 
to the minister of labor. They were 
as follows:

COAL: AN ESSENTIAL. 


He was, said Dr. Clark, in hearty 
agreement with the McMaster amend- 
ment so far as it concerned free food 
and agricultural implements. -The 


clause in the amendment ‘which pro. 
yided for the-free entrance of neces- 
sities of life, appeared to him to be 
beautifully vague. He wondere1 
whether the opposition leader would 
include coal as being one of the 
necessities of life. Dr. Clark con- 
sidered that it was. In a country 
‘where winter ruled for eight months 
of the year, it was essential to have 
Ace fuel for. the homes of the peo- 
ple. 

Free clothing and boots and shoes 
were also necessities of life. 

Dr. Clark advocated the removal of 
the duty on iron and steel, as a help 
to railroad construction. It appeared 
to him a strange thing for the coun- 
try requiring railroad development to 
permit a tariff which forced up the 
price of iron and steel. He then 
turned to the development of trade 
in England under protection, as com- 
pared with free trade, declaring that 
{n 42 years under the former method 
trade had increased by 10% million 
pounds. In 30 years, under free 
trade, the increase had been 168 
million pounds. 


INCOME TAX NOT ADEQUATE. 


He wished, said the speaker, to as- 
sociate himself with Mr. Crerar in re- 
gard to income taxation. These, he 
said, were not adequate to the times. 
The people of Canada, he _ believed, 
were not at all reluctant to contri- 
bute generously to the needs of their 
country. He also thought that the 
government would have been advised 
to consider the raising of revenue by 
the imposition of a federal duty. The 
total wealth of Canada was about 
$19,000,000,000; Australia, with a total 
wealth of about $8,000,000,000, had 
raised last year the sum of $5,000,000 
by federal succession duty. Canada 
had raised nothing. Both countries 
had collected about the same by pro- 
vincial succession duty. 

A land fax was another method ad-! 
vocated by Dr. Clark for raising‘ rev- 
enue. The large areas which were 
held by speculators should be taxed. 
He criticized ‘the various Victory. 
loans, saying that they were owned 
largely by the wealthy people, and 
the interest on them would have to be 
paid by the poorer classes.

His career marks a distinct change 
in prophetic ministry, an evolution: 
ary advance in -the function of God's 
spokesmen. 

Hitherto the prophets of Israe} had 
been ecstatic - enthusiasts or ‘“‘der- 
vishes,” whose power over the people 
lay in their striking personality, ‘their 
mystic emotionalism, their power to 
enthuse the imagination, the passion 
and the faith of Israel. Or they were 
imitators of such men, making ‘spell:

DIED WHILE SERVING. 


W. P. Gundy, President and general 
manager of the W. J. Gage & Co., 
Limited, Toronto, died on Friday, May 
23rd, highly respected and honored 
by atl who knew him. 

The Ottawa Journal pays the fol- 
lowing tribute to him in a leading 
editorial: 

William Pearson Gundy, whose sud- 
den death occurred in Ottawa _ on Fri- 
day,’ was a high type of the Canadian 
business man. Able and hard-work- 
ing, honorable and unselfish, unas- 
suming and kindly, he was one who 
was always anxious to do a_ public 
or private service without asking or 
expecting any reward except the sat- 
isfaction of his own conscience and 
the goodwill of his neighbors. 

Mr. Gundy, a Toronto man, Sir 
Hormisdas Laporte, of Montreal, and 
Mr. George F. Galt, of Winnipeg, 
constituted the War Purchasing Com- 
mission of Canada. For three years 
these three men gave their experi- 
enced business services free at Otta- 
wa to the cause of Canada, practically 
relinquishing their own business. In 
that time they handled a responsib- 
ility here second only to that of the 
Imperial Munitions Board, if second 
even to that. They dealt with public 
money in something like the hundred 
million and they dealt with it with 
an unfailing ability, integrity, care 
and success that there has never 
been even a growl of criticism that 
we have heard of, or a breath of sus- 
picion that anything but complete 
coimpetence, fairness and patriotism 
marked their course. They did a great 
thing for their country, and they did 
it without a word of self-advertising. 

And in many directions, war work 
such as these men did for Canada 
has been done by other men like them 
on ciler boarcés or cummissions. “aa. 
ada has not aad only an army in the 
feld. Canada has had a noble army 
at home, the leaders such men as 
Gundy, Laporte and Galt and the 
members of other war commissions, 
the rank and file the men and women 
who responded resolutely and gener- 
ously to all the calls for patriotic 
funds, help for our allies, war loans 
and Red Cross and other subscrip- 
tions. 

Let us all try to realize in Canada 
that we owe to our country and to 
each other the justice to feel that 
while there may have been shortcom- 
ings in connection with some of our 
national efforts, and some just causes 
for criticism and complaints, Can- 
ada’s performance on the whole in 
the great crisis of the world war was 
a brave and able and honest thing, 
anc that we all should be kindly with 
and considerate of each other in our 
thoughts about it, and in discussing 
and dealing with the problems that 
have arisen out of it. 

Mr. Gundy died a Canadian martyr 
to the war as surely as any Canadian 
soldier who fell on the field of battle, 
and as unselfishly. Over his memory 
the verdict stands for Canada, “well 
done, good and faithful servant.”

W. A. BUCHANAN CRITICISES 
THE BUDGET. 


Ottawa, June 13.—W. A. Buchanan, 
of Lethbridge, in the budget debate, 
said while it was true that western 
Unionists had been sent to parlia- 
ment to deal primarily with war ques- 
tions, still the war was practically 
over, and if they were to remain here 
to deal with reconstruction, they 
should deal with reconstruction and 
apply the tariff to reconstruction. 

HIGH COST OF LIVING. 

The high cost of living was the re- 
sult, of the war, and therefore they 
ought to deal with that ‘in the recon- 
struction period. The minister of 
finance had removed the war tax from 
foodstuffs and clothing, because it 
helped to relieve the burden on these 
articles. He should, and could have 
gone further. It would be frequently 
argued that the tariff had no connec- 
tion with the cost of living. He 
noticed, however, that on the day fol- 
lowing the budget, merchants stated 
in newspaper interviews that staple 
articles, because of the reduction of 
the tariff, would come down in prices. 
It proves that the tariff had a good 
deal to do with the cost of living. 

Mr. Buchanan said he felt that the 
cost of living was making people un- 
easy and dissatisfied and had some- 
thing to do with the spirit of unrest 
in the counfry. The minister of fin- 
ance had laid emplasis on production 
in order to make new wealth, but if 
we are to bend our energies in that 
direction, it was our duty to make the 
implements of production as cheap as 
possible. Had the government done 
so, it would have done much to sat- 
isfy the people of Canada at the 
present time. He believed the duty 
was being maintained to help the 
small manufacturer, and he protested 
against this course after these manu- 
facturers had had the benefit of pro- 
tection for from 20 to 30 years.

receive the ball from an opponent; 
or, you must’ be behind the ball when 
it is last played. Taking note of the 
last remark, that was the only way 
for the School to have circumvented 
the one-nack game of the Veto. lust. 
Wednesday. Had the forwards kept 
behind the ball, they could have gone 
down time and again without hind- 
rance. The one-back game is only a 
stumbling block to inexperienced 
players, and is one of the easiest of 
games to counteract. Take care that 
you are behind the ball and you can 
play anywhere on the field. 

That goal of the School's against 
the Veterans on Wednesday night, 
which was the cause of so much dis- 
sension and hard sayings against the 
referee, was the only possible de- 
cision that could have been given. It 
must be remembered that the ref. has 
to give a decision on the spur of the 
moment, on the evidence of his own 
eyes, and to all appearances the ball 
struck the foot of the post, and there- 
fore remained in play. Be that as it 
may, it must be remembered that it 
is up to the defenders of any side to 
keep their line clear for their own 
benefit, and not for the referee, and 
the children who stood behind the 
line should have been kept clear by 
those in charge. The sooner the lines 
are clearly. marked the better it will 
be for all parties. See that the lines 
on the field are marked clearly at 
once. 

Just a word to the Veterans.—The 
most important place on the team is 
the goalkeeper. Given a goalkeeper 
inexperienced, you throw a great re- 
sponsibility on your back, and in the 
moment of danger from a long shot 
you must weaken your offence in a 
wild endeavor to strengthen the de- 
fence, leaving it an easy matter for 
the opposing half-backs to keep the 
ball in your half. 

The Throw-in from Touch—The 
difficulty seems to be that the halves 
cannot keep their feet down. The 
ball must be thrown in over the head 
with both hands, and both feet must 
be on the ground. The _ forward 
should not throw’in, as he is more 
apt to give a foul throw, and also his 
best plan is to be in his own place to 
take the throw-in. 

Jumping—Just a word to our light- 
weight School team. Jumping may 
be penalized as dangerous play, even 
if no foul is apparent, and is not to 
the good of the game, besides being 
a great danger to the jumper. Wait 
till the ball drops. 

The Back Charge—Care should be 
exercised, when a throw-in is taken, 
to prevent pushing from the back. 
Stand shoulder to shoulder with your 
opponent is the safest solution, as the 
best and only allowable charge is 
from the shoulder. Never use your 
feet round an opponent, as you can 
not put your foot round without foul- 
ing. 

Questions—Questions to this  col- 
umn will be willingly answered in our 
following issue. Make use of us, as 
we wish to see the game fostered and 
played properly. If in doubt as to 
any decision given on the fleld, don't 
argue the matter with the ref., as he 
won't answer; but make a mental 
note of the facts, and we will willing- 
ly give the reason for the decision.

Peace River, Alta., June 12.—F yank 
Lawrence Sharp, an- American, and 
Joe Rigalado, a Mexican half-breed.

A :yniicate of 
local men was formed here to take 
out licenses for claims to be located 
for them by Sharp and Rigalado. ''hey 
were heard from in April saying that 
they were at Halfway river and ten 
days ahead of anybody else and ask- 
ing to have license renewals forward- 
ed to the office at Hudson Hope py 
June ist as they could not be back 
in time. Next word heard from them 
was last Saturday when their ead 
bodies were found on the trail. It is 
known that rival parties were com 
peting for locations. Valuable min- 
eral claims are said to exist in Hope 
region. It is not thought that two 
men could pump each other full of 
lead as had been the case in the 
bodies found.

PORCUPINE RESERVE 
OPENED FIRST JULY

FOR RETURNED MEN ONLY 


Prince Albert, June 12.—Details of 
the conditions governing settlement 
in the Porcupine reserve lands which 
are to be thrownopenon July 2 have 


been outlined in a letter received by 
F. J. O’Leary, superintendent of the 
Prince Albert Force, from J. R. Shore, 
assistant director of land settlement. 

The communication states that the 
Porcupine forest reserves, townships 
41, 42 and 43, ranges 6 to 10, west of 
the 2nd, will shortly be thrown qpen 
for soldier settlement. Each appli- 
cant must have his attestation show- 
ing military service in England and 
France or received disability in Can- 
ada, which would entitle him to at- 
testation. , 

This land will be opened up in July 
and it will be necessary for each ap- 
plicant to draw for his place in the 
This draw will be made on the 
ground'on the day of the opening 
among the men there lined up, and 
whoever is fortunate to draw one, 
two, three, four, etc., will then make 
his choice of selection of 160 acres. 
The adjoining 80 acres he may ac- 
quire at a later date. 

The soldier settlement board and 
the department of the interior, are 
finally convinced that: a man obtain- 
ing 240 acres of this land is secur- 
ing more value than 320 acres of 
homestead land in any other dis- 
trict. 

There was established on June 9 

an office at Prairie River where full 
information will be given all soldier 
settlers as to location of lands and 
the character of the district, which 
will enable a man to view this coun- 
try thoroughly without loss of time 
and expense.

GERMANY’S DEFEAT MOST COM- 
PLETE DECLARES HAIG. 


London,June 13.—Speaking at Mer- 
cer’s Hall, where the freedom of the 
Mercer’s company was conferred up- 
on him and Admiral Beatty, Field 
Marshal Haig emphasized the com- 
pleteness of Germany’s military sur- 
render. He said that to have pressed 
forward after the gréat culminating 
defeat of the Germans on the Sam- 
bre on November 4, 1918, would have 
meant further loss of life, destruction 
of property andexpenditure of money, 
while it could not have rendered Ger- 
many more helpless in a _ military@ 
sense than she was today, with her 
army dissolved, her guns, transport 
and airplanes surrendered and the 
crossings of the Rhine held by the 
allies. 

The surrender of the German fleet 
was not more abject, complete and ir- 
revocable than the surrender of the 
German army.
